‘The most common method of damag- 
ing the ships, it was stated, was to cut 
aff bolt héads with hacksaws, leaving 
‘the bolts sv that their holding power 
Was at once destroyed, and with the 
first. use of the machinery parts would’ 
fly to pieces. It was said that with 
pneumatic drills the bolts could be 
Grilled out and replaced with new ones 
that would in a few weeks repair all in- 
jury. In many cases, however, machin- 
‘ery. parts had been ‘thrown overboard. 

“The total tonnage of the vessels seized 
amounts to 629,000 gross, a tonnage that 
could not be built in American yards in 
less than a year. Some of the larger 
ghips, notably the Vateriand, could not 
Be produced in the United States in sev- 
\ Crews and officers were taken charge 
of ‘by the immigration authorities.

HAVANA, April 6.—Cuba will prob- 
ably be the first ally of the United 
States in the war with the German Gov- 
ernment.

manity demanded that such action be 
taken.

and Regulations Governing Alien Enemies 





WASHINGTON, April 6—The Président’s proclamation to the 


American people announcing: the existence of a state of war is as follows: 


: A: PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas, the Congress of the United States, in the exercise of the 
constitutional authority vested in them, have resolved by joint resolu- 
tion of the Senate and House of Representatives, bearing date this 
day, “ that a state of war between the United States ahd the Imperial 
German Government which has been thrust upon the United States is 
hereby formally declared aod 

Whereas, itis provided by Bectidn 4,067. of the Revised Statutes 
as follows: 

** Whenever there is declared . a war between the United-States and 
any foreign nation or Government or any invasion or predatory incur- 
sion is perpetrated, attemptéd; or- threatened against. the territory of 
the United States-by any foreign nation or Government, and the Préesi- 
dent makes public proclamation of thé event, all, native citizens, déni- 
zens, or subjects of a hostile nation. or Government bemng rhale of the 
age of 14 years and upward, who Shall be within the United States — 
and not actually naturalized, shall be liable to be apprehended, .ré- 
strained, secured, and removed as alien enemies, ‘ The President is 
authorized in any such event by his proclamation thereof, or other 
public acts, to direct the conduct to be observed on the, part of the 
United States toward the aliens who become so Hable; the manner and , 
degree: of the restraint to which they shall be subject and in what 
cases and upon what security their residence shall be. permitted, and to 
provide for the removal of those who, not being permitted to reside 
within the United States, refuse or neglect to depart therefrom; and to 
establish any such regulations which are found necessary in the prem- 
ises and for the public safety.” 

Whereas, by Sections 4,068, 4,069, and 4,070 of the Revised Stat- 
utes; further provision is made relative to alien enemies; 

Now, therefore, 1, Woodrow “Wilson, President of the United States 
of America, do hereby proclaim, to all whom it may concern, that a 
state of war exists between the United States and the Imperial Ger- 
man Government, and I do specially direct all officérs, civil or. mili- 
tary,’of the United States that they exercise vigilance and zéal in the 
discharge of the duties incident to stich a state of war, and I do, more- 
over, earnestly appeal to all American citizens-that they, in loyal de- 
votion to their country, dedicated from its foundation to the principles - 
of liberty and justice, uphold the laws of the land, and give undivided 
and willing support to. those measures which may be adopted by the

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WITH ALL OUR RESOURCES. 

The magnitude of the Government’s 
military, naval, financial, and indus- 
trial preparations should clear away 
ell popular misunderstanding as to the 
extent of our participation in the war. 
‘We are preparing for a great war, not 
for a small war or a short war. We 
are making ready for full co-operation 
with the Allies. We are going to 
fight Germany in earnest, and with all 
the forces at our command. The peo- 
ple of the country must draw that 
conclusion, and it is their duty and for 
their interest that they should draw 
it, in order that they may be prepared 
to render what service they can, make 
the necessary sacrifices, and bear. with 
courage the losses that may come. 
They should carefully note and under- 
stand the scope and extent of the Gov- 
ernment’s preparation. We are to 
raise and equip with all possible speed 
an army of 1,727,000 men. The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury has sent to Con- 
gress estimates calling for appropsia- 
tions of $3,400,000,000 for the army 

‘-and navy‘ajone. This is in addition to 
the $517,000,000 already provided for 
navy uses during the next fiscal year, 
and the $240,000,000 appropriated in 
the Army bill, and provision is to be 
made for large additions to the num- 
ber of men in the army, as may be 
needed. ; 

These measures are taken under the 
explicit direction of Congress. In the 
resolution declaring a state of war the 
President was “ authorized and direct- 
ed to employ the entire naval and mili- 
tary forces of the United States and 
the resources of the Government to 
carry on war against the Imperial Ger- 
man Government, and, to bring the 
conflict to a successful determination, 
all of the resources of the country are 
hereby pledged by the Congress of the 
United States.” 

To understand what this means we 
have but to make comparison with the 
preparations made for the war with 
Spain in 1898. That was a small war, 
the country knew it could not ‘be a long 
war. The enemy we now challenge is 

“\powerful. At the beginning of the war 
Germany was the mightiest military 
nation’ on earth. Although her re- 
sources must have been in some meas- 
ure diminished by two years and a 
half of war, Germany still has im- 
mense armies in the field, the determi- 
nation of her Government and her 
people to continue the war with des- 
perate energy has not been broken. A 
good way to insure a long war is to 
prepare for a short one. We are not 
to make that dangerous mistake. The 
pledge of all our immense resources, 
the preparations to raise a great army, 
the measures already on foot to mar- 
shal the industrial and financial re- 
sources of the.country for the support 
of the Government, prove to our own 
people, to all the world, and especially 
to Germany, that we are to fight her 
as England and France are fighting 
her, with all our might, determined to 
bring her to terms in the shortest pos- 
sible time. Any resolvé less firm, 
any preparation less extensive, would 
have been an unworthy response to 
the lofty and inspiring appeal of the 
President, which has so profoundly 
moved the great civilized nations of 
the world:’. We are to fight in the 
cause of democracy, to make the world 
gafe for. democracy. We shall take 
our place beside our European com- 
rades in arms in a spirit and with an 

‘ array of force worthy of the great ob- 
jects of the war. 

The President’s proclamation enjoins 
upon the people vigilance and zeal in 
the performance of their duties in time 
of war, it bespeaks their loyal devotion 
“to the country and to its foundation 
‘principles, which were the real issue 
of the war, and it prescribes the regu- 
Yations to be observed with respect to 
nationals:of the enemy within our bor- 
ders. They are the usual regulations, 
but with some broadening of scope 
and definition, to make them applica- 
ble to quite unusual conditions, There

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THE VOTE FOR WAR. 

Examination of the vote for war, in 
the House of Representatives, indicates 
the strong patriotism of the South. 
One vote in North Carolina, one in 
South Carolina, and one in Texas were 
cast against - the resolution. One 
Georgia member was paired. In the 
East there were no breaks, except in 
the vote of LonpDon, the New York City 
Socidlist. Wisconsin made the worst 
showing of all the Western States, and 
holds first place in pacifist esteem, if 
pacifism still survives. Here is the 
way the vote was split in the delega- 
tions ‘which included Representatives 
opposed to war:

MAKING A GREAT ARMY. 

The Army bill submitted by the War 
Department to Congress, which it is 
hoped ‘will be accepted without any 
radical amendment, embodies a plan 
to prepare for land defense based on 
the lessons of our past experiences 
and those derived from _ accurate 
knowledge of recent military develop- 
ments. Its provisions are ample, and 
while, as it is devised only to meet the 
present war emergency, .it does not 
provide for a permanent system of uni- 
versal training it recognizes, as the 
President did in-his a@ddress to Con- 
gress, the principle of universal obli- 
gation. Where volunteering fails the 
draft will be resorted to precisely as 
in the plans of Senator CHAMBERLAIN 
and the General Staff, outlined in their 
bills for universal training. The ex- 
emptions specified in those bills, of the 
physically unfit and of men with fami- 
lies dependent upon them for support, 
will be recognized as far as possible. 

The army in’ view for sérvice as soon 
as its members can be trained will 
eventually comprise 2,000,000, and 
should .be 1,000,000 strong in less 
than a year. First the regular; army 
is to be increased to its authorized war 
strength, and the whole National 
Guard, drawn into Federal service, is 
to be increased to 440,000 men. Then 
the first increment of 500,000 young 
men is to be assembled. for training 
at sixteen district posts. Commis- 
sioned- and noncommissioned. officers 
of the regular army., experienced offi- 
cers of the National Guard, and the 
members of the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps are to be assigned to train 
recruits. The new army on this conti- 
nent will comprise thirty-two infantry 
and four cavalry. divisions, with the 
‘requisite bodies of field artillery, a 
vastly increased medical corps and, of 
course, a complete reorganization, on 
larger lines, of the signal and avia- 
tion corps. ; 

The details of the bill indicate that 
it has been ‘drawn with great care and 
that all the mistakes of our earlier 
wars will be avoided, even if some cor- 
rections must be made in the new plan, 
when if gets into operation. That the 
volunteering will be so heavy in the 
immediate future as to make resort to 
the draft unnecessary for some months 
is altogether likely. There will be a

Many 
men are wanted in the enlisted re- 
serve, which is already a considerable 
force, and must be increased to meet 
the new requirements. The skilled 
workmen in this force, however, will 
be regularly enrolled as members of 
the army. The multitude of industrial 
workers, railroad men and operatives 
in manufactories, who can serve their 
country better than they could as sol- 
diers by sticking to their present tasksf 
also. should be enrolled and provided 
with the necessary exemption papers. 
The cost of building up this great 
army will be fully $3,000,000,000; its 
upkeep wil] cost enorniously, too, but 
the country can afford to pay for its 
defense and the maintenance of na- 
tional honor. The prevailing feeling 
now is not regret for the ‘cost but 
gratification that we are going into 
the, war with our eyes open and deter- 
mined to be ready for any emergency. 


MEXICO’S DUBIOUS POSITION. 

Mexico in the present crisis must be 
watched closely. The reports of the 
presence of German submarines in the 
Gulf have lately been reiterated. Mr. 
MILLER of Minnesota may possibly be 
mistaken in his assertion that the pro- 
posal to establish submarine bases on 
the Mexican coast, which he read in 
the House Thursday, is a part of the 
intercepted Zimmermann néte, but. we 
know perfectly well that submarines 
can cross the Atlantic, that the Ger- 
mans would use Mexican bases if they 
could, and would willingly arm the 
Mexicans to attack us, and there is 
proof enough that many Mexicans are 
willing to co-operate with Germany 
against the United States. 

The first action of our war; there- 
fore, may be in the Gulf or on our 
Sovfthern coast. As far as CARRANZa is 
concerned, we cannot believe that he is 
foolish enough to make war on the 
‘United States, and the report that 
CARRANZA’S troops are marching toward 
our Texas border is not particularly 
alarming. The border, by the 
way, is well guarded by regular 
troops. But CaRRANzA is not all of 
Mexico—indeed he is a very small 
part of it—and the German ca- 
pacity to stir up trouble in foreign 
countries is not to be _ disputed: 
OBREGON is not to be trusted, nor. are 
any of the leaders who are openly op- 
posed to CARRANZA. 


THE DEBATE IN THE HOUSE. 
Pacifists differ. 'Mr. Cooper, with 

his obvious pro-German, bias, his 
unblushing attempt to saddle the 
sinking of the Evelyn on the shoul- 
ders of England, the whole intent and 
flavor of his speech that of an at- 
torney for the nation with which. we 
are at war, was an unedifying sight. 
But Mr. KITCHIN presented the dis- 
tresSing spectacle of a good man gone 
wrong, a sincere man groping for 
light and going only deeper in the 
dark. He spoke with honest feeling, 
he seemed to think himself a martyr 
for the right when he was only the 
victim of a delusion. His speech was 
not on the subject before the House. 
It was an argument that war was 
wicked and we should not go into it, 
but that was not the question. It 
was already decided that we must 
bear our part, the only question was 
whether we should bear it on the side 
of democracy or autocracy. By ac- 
ceding to Germany’s demands and 
keeping our ships at home we should 
render autocracy the strongest pos- 
sible aid, we should violate our neu- 
trality and become her ally, acting 
most .effectively to bring the world’s 
democracies to their knees. The alter- 
native was to aid, not her, but democ- 
racy. a 

When Mr. HEFLIN said that a man 

taking such a stand should resign as 
majority leader, Mr. KiTcHin’s friends 
hissed him; but, granting Mr. 
KITcHIN’s pathetic sincerity, did not 
Mr. HeEFruin tell .the truth? Why 
should Mr. KitTcHtn desire to keep 
the title of leader when he does not 
lead? Nominally the leader of the 
House, he is the leader of a minor- 
ity of fifty men, many of whom are 
actuated by motives far different 
from his. As the war goes on, his 
position will become more and more 
incongruous, unless he changes it, 
and to retain a nominal leadership 
really exercised by others can do no 
good to his fame. He has ranged 
himself with a man far less admi- 
rable than himself, Senator STone, 
whose continued tenure of the For- 
.eign Relations Chairmanship in the 
Senate can only do injury to the 
cause which he nomifially leads and 
really opposes. j 

Mr. .Krrcntn spoke of this nation 
abandoning “the. only . remaining 
“compass to which the world: can 
“look for guidance in the paths of 
“right and truth and justice and 
“humanity,” without seeing how 
utterly unrelated his words were to 
the facts.

Two men.should be commended for 
taking a path which: they found far 
from easy. Mr. FiTzGERALD declared 
not only for war but for co-operation 
with the Allies, “although it will not 
be particularly pleasing to me.”

Miss RAaNKIN’s statement, too, in ex- 
planation of her vote—she evidently felt 
that it needed defense—was significant. 
“Tt want to stand by my country,” she 
said, ‘‘ but I. cannot vote for war.”’ Her 
allegiance is therefore conditional—an 
unsatisfactory and dangerous kind.

WORKERS’ ARMY TO FRANCE. 


American Units Might Be of Great 
Help Immediately. 


New York, April-6, 1917. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Can America increase the. number of 
trained soldiers at the front in France? 
I answer, ‘ Yes,”” and we can do it 
almost immediately. 

As the Germans retreat they leave be- 
hind.them a territory that is practically 
a desert which must be reclaimed and 
“organized’’ by road builders before 
the supplies can follow the allied forces 
across it. Many trained soldiers must 
be detailed from the ranks. to grade 
roads, lay rails, and buiid bridges. The 
war will be over before .America. can 
send a regiment of trained soldiers to 
Europe, and any other military force 
would be worse than useless. But. could 
we not‘in thirty or sixty days land at 
Brest one or more industrial units of 
road and bridge builders, 10,000 strong, 
with adequate equipment of implements 
and steel, every man of which would 
release an efficiént soldier and ee 
him on the firing line? 

This industrial army should be enter 
the direction of American engineers and. 
foremen, but should be placed, prefer- 
ably, at the disposal of the French Gov- 
ernment. The English have already 
transported rails taken from their rail- 
roads in Canada and in England’ to 
build roads behind their front, but the 


and have no such resources. 

To be prompt and effective this scheme 
should be privately financed and man- 
aged. ‘While Governmental approval 
must be secured, it is feared that if it 
were placed under the control of our 
War Department at Washington red 
tape would effectually strangle it. Were 
it conducted by our army officials no 
one who had not successfully’ passed a 
physical examination or who was above 
45 years of age would be allowed to join. 
A man with a cross eye or a crooked toe 
would be rejected, no matter how well 
he could use a shovel. On the other 
hand, one or more of our large contract- 
ing companies could assemble the men 
and material In a surprisingly short 
time, and then perhaps our own or one 
of the foreign Governments would bear 
the expense ‘of sending them over. 

American wages would be demanded 
by the men, and they would need to be 
fed. These outlays would fall at first 
upon the promoters, but it is not im- 
probable that the ‘English and- French 
would willingly reimburse noasaee in part 
at least. 

It is needless to emphasize here the 
importance of striking immediately and 
hard, now that we have entered the con- 
flict. 
diverting troops from the western front 
to strengthen their ether lines is so 
essential that it becomes our duty to 
support the arms of our alliet in this 
quarter by every available means. 

While we can but admit our’ present 
lack of an adequate army, we may 
justly claim to be the greatest railroad
